aggressors and that the Catholics have 
risen against them only when provoked 
to violent resistance, and then only when 
compelled to do so in defense of their 
lives and homes. The Protestants, in 
purely Catholic districts, being in the 
minority, they, of course, haven't mo- 
lested the Catholics.

CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—At 10:16 o'clock 


the jury came in. Juror 1/udwlg, who 
has more correspondence than all the 
rest of tbe body, got a batch ol perfumed 
notes.

A witness 
for the State, a member of the firm which 
printed the circulars, testified that after 
2,000 had been printed aman came to him 
and took them away and asked to have 
the words 'Workingmen, Come Armedl1 
removed from the form. The detective 
testified that he found these circulars 
containing that line in the office of the 
Arbeit®' Zettung after May 4."

speaker said the line was removed by 
Spies' orders. 


Mr. Zeisler concluded by declaring that 


tbe State's attorney \yas blinded by mal- 
ice and was Influenced by the police con- 
spiracy to send the speaker's clients to 
the gallows.

Burled in an Excavation.

John Seboski, or Sobieski, who is a 


personal friend of D. L. Bunn, Tbeo, 
Ooleman and other leading Good Tem- 
plars, having frequently visited Deoatur, 
was recently nominated by acclamation 
for congress by the prohibition congres- 
sional convection at Springfield, Mo. 
The dispatch giving the fact of his nom- 
ination outlines his biography as follows: 
"He is the sixth descendant of King John 
Sobieski, of Poland. His father wan a 
nobleman, and leader in tho Polish insur- 
rection between 1840 and I860, for which 
the father wag executed, the family ban- 
ished, and their property confiscated.

Sobieshi, then 12 years old, 
came to America as n stowaway, and 
rom 1855 to 1805 waa in the United 
States army as a bugler, serving through 
the rebellion. During the Mexican revo 
lulion he fought in the service of Juarez 
and witnessed the execution of Emperor 
Maximilian. He then removed to Minne- 
sota and was elected to the legislature. 
In 1869 he was a prohibition candidate 
for the legislature, and claims that be 
was the fir»t one who ever ran in the 
United States."

He the.li thought of law. Bnthe was

He opened » school at Nuuliof, in 


5o_rne, for poor children. Although 
ic'f ailed in being a preacher or a farm- 
er, he established quite a new epoch in 
;eaching. Yot he had not been taught 
;o teach. He had every thing to learn, 
jnt nothing to unlearn. lie had to 
make his own system. 
But he was for- 


tified and strengthened by abundant 
:ovo for children. Education with him 
was coming in mental contact with 
;hem 
For education, in fact, is the, 


descent of the higher mind into the 
lower mind, and implies mental sym- 
pathy and contact. Tho plan which he 
:md formed for thn education of those 
poor children embraced agricultuie, 
manufacture and commerce. It was 
an industnal school, where hand labor 
and head labor were combined. 


"I lived," he says, "for years to- 


gether in a circle of more than fifty 
pauper children, in poverty did I share 
my bread with them, and lived like a 
pauper myself, to try if 1 could teach 
panpers to live as men " Buthis work 
was not appreciated. 


"For several years I sat amongst ray 


pupils, like the owl among the birds. 
I was cast away by m«n, an'l their 
Olivers followed atter me. 
'Wretch 


that tliou art,' they exclaimed, 'thoti 
art less able than the meanest laborer 
to help thyself, and yet tfiou fanciest 
thyself able, to help the people'1" 


In touching (he children, Pcstalozzi 


had no hooks' Now Hint wu are crammed 
with book.s, t.tus will lie thought mar- 
velous. There was plenty ot sympa- 
thy, but no booka! 
All this Pcstaloz'/i 


learned by experience. He had a long, 
np-liill light. He himself was very 
poor, and his pupils were paupers. 
But the lower their condition, the 
greater was their need of education.

Their bread was my bread, then 


drink was my drink. I had nothing 
but them—no household, no pay, no 
servant around mo—I had only them. 
[f they were we,ll, I was among them, 
if they were ill, I was at their side. 


I slept amongst them. I was th« 


last that went to bed at night, and tho 
first that rose in the morning. Even 
when in bed, I prayed anil talked wilh 
them until they fell asleep." 


Pestalo/7,i now made great progress 


in his work as an educator. The poor 
children lived under his rare as broth- 
ers and sisters. 
He had reached their 


hearts, anil they rewarded him with 
thoir !ovc. His moral and religions 
iiilliifnee upon them was very great; 
though fie did not talk to them miirti, 
about religion, but onl\ showed them, 
the religions life that lie hitn.self led. 
The number of his pupils increased so 
mtieli that he eotild not reach thi m all 
himself 
He had no means of hiring 


otliut teacher1-. 


But he wasnevorwithuutexpedients. 


He employed the bust and mostordeih 
scholars to teach the others 
Thi' 


method succeeded adimiribly, for ready 
learners are often the best roacbeis. 
And tlitis began the Monitorial System, 
afterwards better known as the Bell 
and Lancaster System, though lonp 
before either Boll or Lancaster had 
become known as, popular educators. 
When the war came to an end, Pest* 
losvi's school was broken up, amidsl 
tears on all sides 
He provided the 


pupils with provisions for their Jour- 
ney, 
and dismissed them with words 61 


kindness. He himself wag greatly dis- 
tressed at the parting 


"When, after toiling and restlesi 


nights," he says, "a shipwrecked sailor 
gains .sight of land, and begins to 
breathe hope of lite, but suddenly, by 
an adverse blast, is driven back on tha 
boundless deep, and once mote strains 
all his limbs until they are numb and 
powerless, so was T'" 


Nevertheless, he continued to teach 


He entered an elementary school, as an 
assistant. 
Here he introduced and 


taught his "Lessons on Objects." He 
did not remain lung in obscurity. As- 
sociating himself with Krusi, he opened 
a school in a largo castle at Btirgdorf, 
which he was allowed to occupy. 
There lie drew around him a large 
number of children, and finally estab- 
lished his educational system and ap- 
pliances. 
In 
his "How Gertrude 


Teaches her Little Ones," he endeav- 
ored to attract the mothers to his, side; 
tor he rightly held that the truest edu- 
cation not only begins at home, but 
ends there. 
It centers round the mother, she ia 


the crystal of domestic life 
She edu- 


cates the heart, though she may lenvo 
to others the education of the intellect 
But Pestalo///.i endeavored to combine, 
the two in one. His school took tUa 
place of tho home; and when the home 
was poor, miserable and full of petty 
cares, the school was the only place 
where the children could learn the 
le.ssons of life, morality and duty. 


I'estalo/.'/i had now drawn the eyes 


of all npon him—of all, that is, who 
took an mteicst in the culture and ed- 
ucation of the rising generation. His 
name was now European; and scholars 
and teachers came to him from all 
parts. Kings and emprrois visiled the 
great educnloi. 
Ficlite declined thfit 


be saw iu his laboi.s the commenc'en 
merit of a new era in human culture. 
His life was utterly self-sacrificing. All 
tli nt he did was done foe the good 'ol 
pthers 


A tomb was erected over his re- 


mains, which contains the lollowing 
inscription- 


"Here lies Pestalo/zi, born mZuriort, 


the ]:.'th ot January, 1746, died at 
Burgg, tho 17th ol February, 1827; the 
deliverer of Uio poor at Ncuhof, at 
Stanz the orphan s father; at Burgs- 
dorf and JVIunchenbuch&ec thu foundei 
ot new schools for the people, al Yver< 
rfon the instructor of manhood, as t 
man, a Christian and a citizen, he wsw 
all for others, for himself nothing!
